REPORT OF EDUCATIONAL BOARD. 


The educational work in North Carolina was never more progres- 
sive. During the past year there have been fifty young men in the 
Theological Department of Shaw University, our denominational 
school. Three graduated from this department last May. Total 
number of students in all the departments was 402. The Institution 
‘was never in a more prosperous condition. 

In addition to Shaw University there are in the State several acad- 
emies and schools of higher grade, which are doing a noble work in 
educating the youth and preparing them for our institution. 
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Winton Academy, under the leadership of Rev. C. 8. Brown, A. 
B., has been established, and is now in successful operation. The 
buildings cost more than $2,000. 

Garysburg High School, Rev. R I. Walden, A. M., Principal, is 
doing a good work in that section. A large building, with conve- 
niently arranged recitation rooms, has been completed. The prop- 
erty is worth $1,500. 

The High School at Warrenton, Rev. John A. Whitted, A. B., 
Principal, is well patronized, and is in a prosperous condition. The ~ 
property consists of eight acres of land, a large building with thir- 
teen rooms, and a smaller building used for recitation rooms and 
boys’ dormitory. The valuation of the property is $5,000. 

The Western Union Institute has been established at Asheville. 
One good building has been erected. The first term of school com- 
meneéed first of October, with a large attendance. This school is 
located in one of the most important sections of the State and will 
doubtless accomplish a good work for the denomination. 

The lot at Goldsboro which was purchased for a school site has 
been paid for, and the deed secured. A building will be erected as 
soon as sufficient funds are raised. 

Cedar Grove Academy is well attended, Rev. R. H. Harris is Prin- 
cipal, and is putting forth every effort to make the schoo] a success. 

There are a few other schools of which we have not been able to 
get any accurate information. We will mention them in our next 
report.

REPORT OF HOME MISSION BOARD. 


The Home Mission Board, appointed at the last of the Conven- 
tion held in Raleigh, met on the 20th day of November, in the 
town of Salisbury. Four members of the Board were present, viz: 
Revs. A. A. Powell, G. W. Holland, Z. Haughton and J. O. Crosby. 
The Board organized by electing Rev. J. O. Crosby President, and 
Rev. A. A. Powell. Secretary. 

After some discussion as to the best methods to be pursued, Mr, 
C. ©. Somerville was elected a member of the Board, whereupon 
Rev. Mr. Powell resigned the Secretaryship and nominated Mr. 
Somerville for Secretary. The reason for this action was to have 
the Secretary and President so near each other that any emergency 
could be at once met. 

The next thing considered was the plan of work. As the Conven- 
tion had granted the request of Rev. J. O. Crosby, made through 
Dr. Morehouse, the following plan was adopted: After the follow- 
ing Sunday, which was tobe spent in Concord, the Missionary was 
to go first to Lexington, and from thence to Thomasville, High 
Point, Greensboro, Reidsville, Winston, Kernersville, &e. What- 
ever time should then be remaining up to the first of March was to 
be left to the President. On the first of March the Missionary was 
to begin work at Statesville, and to remain working there until he 
should receive orders to leave. But these regulations were subject 
to alteration by the President and Secretary, if by them such should 
-be deemed necessary to carry out the spirit of the Board. 

The President and Secretary were also empowered to take steps 
to raise money to assist the Convention in meeting. the obligations 
ineurred by the Convention in sustaining a Missionary on the field. 
Rev. Mr. Howell came forward and agreed to accept the plans 
adopied by the Board, whereupon he was selected as Missionary. 
‘he Board adjourned to meet at call of President. 
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During the latter part of January the President notified the Mis- 
sionary that unless there was immediate work done he need not 
consider himself in the employ of the Board after the first of March, 
1886. No work was done, and there was no further action until 
May, when the Board was called to meet in Greensboro. At the 
Greensboro meeting three members of the Board were present: Revs. 
A. A. Powell, G. W. Holland, and the President. The Board en- 
dorsed the action of the President in stopping the Missionary, and 
instructed him to write the Home Mission Society in New York, and 
notified it of the action of the Board, &c. The meeting then ad- 
journed to reassemble at the Union at Charlotte in June. 

At the meeting there four members were present, viz: Revs. A. 
A. Powell, G. W. Holland, Z. Haughton, and the President. Bro. 
Howell came before the Board, and failing to account for his fail- 
ure to carry out the plans of the Board, the Board ordered its 
former action, and adjourned to meet at the call of the chairman. 

The Secretary was duly notified of the Board’s action, and the 
whole matter brought up to the Convention. 

There has been no Missionary in the field by appointment since 
the Ist of July, and none, in fact, since the last session of the Con- 
vention.

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CONSTITUTION. 


We, the ministers and delegates from various Baptist churches in 
North Carolina, met in the town of Goldsboro, N. C.,;.0on the 19th of 
October, 1867, for the purpose of considering the propriety of enter- 
ing into some general organization for our mutual improvement and 
the diffusion of the principles of the Gospel, and agreed to the fol- 
lowing rules of fundamental principles: 

ARTICLE 1. This body shall be styled ‘‘ The Baptist State Conven- 
tion of North Carolina.” 

ART. 2. It shall be the design of this Convention to promote State 
Missions, Foreign Missions, Mixisterial Edueation and other impor- 
tant objects connected with the Redeemer’s kingdom, and to com- 
bine for this purpose such portion of the Baptist denomination in 
North Carolina as may desire a general organization for christian be- 
nevolence which shail fully respect the independence and equal 
rights of the churches. 

ART. 3. This Convention shall be composed of life members, an- 
nual members or delegates who are in good standing in Missionary 
Baptist Churches. By the payment of ten dollars a person may be- 
come alife member, and by the payment of one dollar an annual 
member. Any Association can be represented by the payment of 
50 cents per church, and may send one delegate for every ten 
churches or fraction thereof. Any single church in good standing 
may be represented by the payment of one dollar. All money paid 
into the Convention by life members, annual members, or single 
ehurehes, shall be used for Ministerial Edueation. Ministers in 
charge of regular Baptist churches will be considered honorary mem- 
bers of the Convention. 

ART. 4. The officers of this Convention shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Treasurer, and a Recording and Corresponding Secretary, 
who shall be elected at each annual session, and hold their office 
until their suecessors are elected. 

ART. 5, This Convention shall elect at its annual meeting as many 
Boards of Managers as in its judgment will be necessary for carrying 
out the benevolent objecis it may determine to promote, allof which 
Boards shall continue in office until a new election. Each Board 
shall consist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
Auditor, and as many other members as may be deemed sufficient, 
five cf whom, including one or more of the officers, shall form a 
quorum for the transaction of business. To each Board shall be 
committed during the recess of the Convention the entire manage- 
ment of all the affairs relating to the object with whose interest it 
shall be charged, all of which management shall be in strict accor- 
dance with the constitutional provisions adopted by this Conven- 
tion, and such other instructions as may be given from time to 
time. Hach Board shall have power to make such compensation to 
its Secretary and Treasurer as it may think right, fill the vacancies 
occurring in its own body, and enact its by-laws. 
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ART. 6. The Treasurer of each Board shall faithfully account for 
all moneys received by him, keeping a regular entry of all receipts 
and disbursements, and make a report of them to the Convention 
whenever it shall be in session, and to his board as often as required. 
He shall also, on entering upon the duties of his office, give compe- 
tent security to the Superintendent of his Board for all the stock 
and funds committed to his care. His books shali be open at all 
times to the inspection of any member of his Board. No money 
shall be paid out of the treasuries of the Boards, but by an order 
from that Board from whese Treasury the money is to be drawn, 
which order shall be signed by its presiding officer. 

ART. 7. The Corresponding Secretary of the several Boards shall 
maintain intercourse by letter with such individuals or public bodies 
as the interest of their respective bodies may require. Copies of all 
such communications, with their answers, if any, shall be kept by 
them on file. ® 

ART. 8. The Recording Secretaries of the several Boards shall 
keep a fair record of their proceedings, and of such other documents 
as may be committed to them for the purpose. 

ART. 9. All the officers, Boards, Missionaries and Agents appointed 
by the Convention or by any of its Boards, shall be members of 
some regular church in union with the churches composing this 
Convention. 

ART. 10. Missionaries appointed by any of the Boards of this Con- 
vention must, previous to their appointment, furnish evidence of 
genuine piety, fervent zeal in the Master’s cause, and talents which 
fit them for the service for which they offer themselves. 

ART. 11. The bodies and individuals composing this Convention 
shall have the right to specify the objects to which their contribu- 
tions shall be applied, but when no specification is made, the Con- 
vention will make the appropriation at its own discretion. 

ART, 12. The Convention shall hold its meetings annually, but 
extra meetings may be called by the President, with the approba- 
_ tion of any one of the Boards of Managers. A majority of the 
attending delegates shali form a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 

ArT. 13. Any alteration which experience shall dictate may be 
made in these articles by a vote of two-thirds of the members pres- 
ent at any annual meeting of the Convention. 


RULESVOFP DECORUM. 


1. The President shall take the chair each session at the hour ap- 
pointed at the adjournment, and call the members to order, and on 
the appearance of a quorum, cause the minutes of the preceding 
session to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Convention by any member. 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. He 
shall have the right to call any brother to perform the duties tem- 
porarily. : 
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4. The President shall not vote, only in case of a tie; and if he 
refuses to vote in a tie, the matter is decided in the negative. 

5. He shall not speak in debate while occupying the chair, but 
may call another to the chair, and he shall have the same right in 
debate as any other member. 

6. When any member wishes to speak or deliver any matter to 
the Convention, he shall first rise from his seat and address the 
chair. 

7. When two brothers rise at the same time, the President shall 
name the one to speak. 

8. No member shall speak but twice on the same subject until all 
who wish to speak have spoken. 

9. Decency of speech shall be observed, and personal refleetions 
avoided. 

10. While the chair is putting a question, or any brother speaking, 
no one shall be allowed to walk across the house, or whisper, or 
otherwise interrupt him. 

11. When a question is under debate, no motion shail be received 
except to adjourn, to lay on the table, postpone or amend. 

12. All committees shall be appointed in time to do their duty. 

13. All committees shall be composed of three members, if not 
otherwise ordered. 

14. No standing rule shall be altered or suspended except by a 
two-thirds vote of the Convention 

15. The Rules of Decorum shall be read in the opening of each 
annual session of the Convention, and as many times during the 
session as may be deemed practicable. 

16. No member shall be allowed to intrude on the time by long 
debate in this Convention. 
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SHAW UNIVERSITY. 


SHAW UNIVERSITY offers the best advantages of any colored school in the 
State. It is beautifully located in the city of Raleigh, N. C., within five min- 
utes’ walk of the Post Office and Capitol, The grounds include several acres 
of land, and are among the finest in the city, upon which have been erected 
five large handsome brick buildings. ‘his institution furnishes by far the larg- 
est accommodations of any colored school in North Carolina. 


ESTEY SEMINARY. 


The EstEyY SEMINARY building is one of the finest school edifices in the 
State, and is said to have been the first erected of any considerable size and 
devoted exclusively to the education of colored women. It has accommodations 
for about one hundred boarding pupils, with recitation rooms for a much larger 
number. The Seminary is named after Dea. Estey, of Brattleboro’, Vt., and 
constitutes one department of Shaw University. 

More than eight hundred young ladies have attended this school since it was 
founded. _ The arrangements for heating the building, the facilities for teaching 
the young ladies sewing, dress-making and the domestic arts are unsurpassed. 
In all respects it is the Mt. Holyoke of the South. 


THE NORMAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Normal system is admirably adapted for those who have been deprived 
of early advantages. The superiority of its methods of imparting instruction is 
clearly exhibited in the success of the teachers educated in this institution. The 
testimony of Examining Boards is constant and wniform as to the thoroughness 
of drill and capability for the work of teaching. In many counties of the State 
the Shaw University students are the only colored teachers who take first grade 
certificates. 

Normal Institutes are held two or three times a week, and special attention 
is given to preparing teachers for the work of the school-room, and to pass 
examinations for school teaching. 


THEOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Theological Department comprises the regular course of two years for 
students who have graduated from the Academical Department, and the English 
course for those. who have not completed their literary studies. In Homiletics 
students will receive instruction in the work of sermon-making.. Instruction 
will be given by the faculty in Evidences of Christianity, Biblical Instruction, 
History of Doctrine, Church History, Church Polity and Pastoral Duties. The 
text-books in the English course will be Pendleton’s Christian Doctrines. The 
other studies will be the same as the regular course. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Two large buildings known as the Medical Dormitory and LeonardMedical 
Building have been erected; the latter adorns the beautiful site so generously 
donated by the State of North Carolina. The buildings are commodious and 
afford first-class accommodations for a full course in medicine. 

The Department of Medical Instruction has been\ proyided for, and the 
Trustees and Faculty will put forth every effort possible to make this depart- 
ment of study of great value to the colored people. —,
